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ABSTRACT 

In February 1985, - 41 classes were offered "on Friday 
evenings and Saturdays to test the Weekend College concept at 
Milwaukee Area Technical College's West Campus. A sample of students 
from the West Campus Weekend College was surveyed in April 1985 to 
obtain an evaluation of the program and a profile of the students * 
attending. Surveys completed by 55% of the students enrolled during 
the second semester of 1984-85 (N=309) and comparisons with similar 
data on day" and evening students in 1984 yielded the following 
results: (1) 72% of the Weekend College participants were women, 
compared with 51% of the total district population; (2) median age 
for the Weekend College students Was 31 years, while the median age 
for day students was 24.4 years and for evening students was 29.8 
year»; (3) 7.8% of the students attending Weekend College were black, 
while blacks made up 21.7% of the day enrollments and 10% of the 
evening enrollments; (4) 49.7% of the respondents attended no other 
classes; (5) business was the major area of study for 33% of the 
respondents; (6) "the manner in which I have been treated by MATC 
instructors" received the highest mean rating, while "the 
availability of parking" received the lowest mean rating. The study 
findings suggested that the Weekend College was a successful 
operation.

INTRODUCTION 

An MATC Weekend College was proposed more than ten years ago but scheduling 
of a significant number of classes on Friday evenings and Saturdays was not 
initiated until the second semester of 1984-85, A total of 41 classes were 
operated at the West Campus starting in February 1985 to test the Weekend 
College concept ♦ 

As part of the continuous evaluation and planning process of the Milwaukee 
Area Technical College, a sample of students from the West Campus Weekend 
College was surveyed in April 1985. The purpose of the survey was to pro- 
vide a sample of students with the opportunity of evaluating the functions, 
services, and facilities of the District arid provide data to construct a 
profile of the MATC .students attending the Weekend College. A total of 
309 students provided usable responses to the survey. This Report is a 
summary of these responses, while the complete computer-generated results 
are .available in the Research, Planning, and Development Office at the 
Milwaukee Campus. 



SURVEY INSTRUMENT 

The survey instrument (see Appendix A) was developed with the aid of recom- 
mendations from personnel of all divisions of the Milwaukee Area Technical 
College. It consists of 19 information and 13 evaluation items covering a 
broad range of functions, services, and facilities of the District. 
• 

The survey was administered to the sample of students by faculty members 
during regularly scheduled classes. The sample consisted of 309 (55%) of 
the 565 students enrolled during the second semester of 1984-85 in the 
Weekend College at the West Campus. 



, WEEKEND COLLEGE STUDENTS AS COMPARED 

TO REGULAR DAY AND EVENING STUDENTS 

A profile of 1984 Day and Evening students and 1985 Weekend College" stu- 
dents is shown in Table 1. The profile of Day and Evening students .was 
prepared from the responses of 8,125 students to a Student Survey in the 
Spring of 1984 and the Weekend College profile from 309 respondents in 
the Spring of 1985.

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Some significant differences between Weekend College students and regular 
Day and Evening students are as follows: 

1* A high percentage of Weekend College students Were women,. 72%. 

2. Median age of about 31 for. Weekend College students is higher 
than Day or Evening students. ' 

'3. Median income- of about $22,000 is somewhat higher than 1984 
Evening median income of $20,455. 

4. Smaller percentage (4.5%) of Weekend College students had less . 
than high school diploma or GED than Day or Evening students. 

5. A higher percentage of blacks (7.8%) attended the West Campus 
Weekend College than during the regular Day 'and Evening classes. 

6. 'Fewer handicapped (4.5%) were identified attending Weekend College. 

In other characteristics, the Weekend College students were similar to .

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STUDENTS T EVALUATIONS 

Items 20 through 32 of the survey allowed respondents to evaluate a broad 
range of functions, services, and facilities of the Milwaukee Area Tech- 
nical College. The students were asked to choose one of the following 
seven responses regarding the subject of each survey item: 

1. Excellent 

2. Good 

3. OK . 

4. Poor 

5. Terrible 

6. Of no concern to me 

7. I can't evaluate this 

Of concern in developing the scheme for a summary report of responses was 
the realization that the "omits" and choices 6 and 7 above would dilute the 
results of those respondents who chose to rate an item; i.e., selected 
dither "Excellent," "Good," "OK," "Poor," or "Terrible." 

Accordingly, a simple tabulation and percent-of-total was deemed unsatis- 
factory for summarizing the selection of these five responses, although, 
it seemed the most appropriate for reporting the "omits" and the "of no 
concern to me" and "I can't evaluate this" responses. The five evaluative 
choices were assigned the following numerical values to facilitate summari- 
zations: 

Excellent - 4 
Good - 3 

OK - 2 

Poor - 1 

Terrible - 0 



For each item of the survey, an arithmetic mean was calculated based on 
both the frequency and the numeric value of the evaluative responses to 
the item. The magnitude of the mean response thus serves as an indicator 
of the students 1 satisfaction or dissatisfaction with the aspect of the 
District being evaluated. 

Table 3 shows the 13 items in rank order from the highest to the lowest 
mean. The mean ranges from 3.53 for "The manner in which I have been 
treated by the MATC instructors" to 2.74 "Availability of parking." 
Eight (8) of 13 items were rated above 3.0 with a large majority rating 
the items excellent or good. For example, as shown in the 
Summary of Responses, 92% of the students responded with excellent 
(60.5%) or good (31.6%) to the item relating to "the manner in which I 
have been treated by MATC instructors." A majority of students (59%) 
rated the lowest ranked item "availability of parking" excellent or 
good.

The mean responses of West Campus Weekend College students on evaluation 
items were higher in almost all cases than 1984 Day or Evening students 
throughout the District or at the West Campus.

The Weekend College was a successful operation with a good enrollment of 
565 which attracted students in large numbers from the West Region. 
Convenient time was a significant reason for attending, and about 1 one-half 
of the students attended no other MATC classes. The Weekend College 
could be scheduled at other MATC Campuses without significantly affecting 
enrollments in day and evening classes at other MATC locations.
